The city council met in regular sea- 
sion last Monday ev ening. 
A ll pres­ 
ent but Aid. Camp.

Sev enth streets south. 
A motion was carried directing the 
city surv ey or to establish permanent 
grades on the principal streets. 
Chief Leojsdd, of the fire d e t r i ­ 
ment, called attention to the l» ad con­ 
dition of the telephone wire to the 
city pump 
house. 
The council di­ 
rected the fire com m ittee to buy new 
wire and hav e it put up. 
A petition was presented for the 
placing of stone or iron monuments at 
v arious pointo in the city to preserv e 
an accurate basis for future surv ey s. 
A motion was carried to hav e monu­ 
ments procured and set in position, 
and the deta ils were placed in the 
hands of the street committee, with 
power to act. 
Ordinance No. 68 was ;iaas« -d. 
It 
prohibits the running at large of any 
stork ex cepting cows, and roa s are 
allowed at large only in the day time. 
A motion was carried to huiliiga 
bridge across the rav ine on Sev enth 
street south, but the motion was a f­ 
terwards reconsidered and lost on ac­ 
count of the ex pense of building tfie 
same. 
J . E. I)ort gav e notice that he had 
sustained injuries by falling on defect­ 
iv e sidewalk on Eighth street, south 
of Norwood, and that he wanted re­ 
muneration 
from 
the 
city 
to the 
amount of $300. 
J udge Fleming presented a claim of 
Mr. "‘earfos* for remuneration for in­ 
juries receiv ed from falling on an icy 
sidewalk near the 
east end of the 
rav ine bridge. 
The matter was re­ 
ferred to a com mittee consulting of 
Aldermen Graham, Atkinson, Cooley 
and Camp. 
An inv itation from the Little Falls 
chamlier of commerce to attend the 
celebration there was read and tiled. 
A protest was en tered by Rev . I. 
Bergstrom again st gran tin g liquor 
licen se* to Wilson k Kriser an d M. 
McLaren , for the reason that these* 
gen tlemen had sold liquor without a 
licen se, which, un d er the s ta te law, 
barred them from obtain in g an y li­ 
cen se for a year. 
This, of course, 
rauxxl a d iscussion , an d it was fin ally 
d ecid ed n ot to issue the licen ses.

cessful, for Ceylon parents, as a rule, 
have unbounded confidence in the 
hunters, and will rent their babies out 
to be used as crocodile bait for a 
small consideration. Ceylon crocodiles 
suffer greatly from ennui. 
They pre­ 
fer to lie quite still, soothed by the 
sun's glittering rays, and while away 
their lives in meditation. 
But when 
a dark-brown infant with curly toes 
sits on a bank and blinks its eyes at 
them they throw off their cloak of 
laziness and make their preparations 
for a delicate morsel of Ceylonese 
baby humanity.

A Lost Locomotive. 
“In the construction of the Kansas 1 
Pacific and Atchison, Topeka & Santa 
Fe railroads,” said H. L. Carter, a 
railroad contractor of S t Joseph, the ! 
other day, “one difficulty of frequent 
occurrence was met with, which, as 
rar as my experience goes, is unique 
in railroad history. 
I refer to the 
trouble 
arising 
from quicksands. 
From Western Kansas to the moun­ 
tains, quicksands are to be found in 
nearly every stream no matter how 
small, and to successfully bridge them 
require an expenditure out of all 
proportion to the size of stream to be 
crossed. 
We tried pile driving, but 
the longest piles disappeared without 
touching the bottom. 
Then filling 
with earth and stone was attempted, 
and met with equally poor success, as 
the quicksand was apparently capable 
of swallowing the entire Rocky Moun­ 
tains. 
The only means t,f erussing 
was found to be to build short truss 
bridges across them. 
This was very 
expensive, but was the only thing to 
be done. 
As an instance of the 
practically bottomless nature of the 
quicksands, I may cite the case of an 
engine that ran off flic track at River 
Bend, on the Kansas Pacific. 
The en­ 
gine, a large freight fell into a quick­ 
sand, and in twenty minutes had en­ 
tirely disappeared. 
Within two days 
the company sent out a gang of men 
and a wrecking train to raise the en­ 
gine. 
To their suqirise they could 
not find a trace of it 
Careful search 
was made, ruagm*tiz*Ml 
rods were 
sunk to the dejflh of sixty-five feet 
but no engine could be found. 
It 
had sunk beyond Human ken, and 
from that day to this Jia* never been 
discovered. 
Cattle and horses are 
frexuently lost the only animal that 
is safe being a mule- the only animal 
that never gets caught. 
No greater 
instances of the same intelligence of 
this much maligned quadruped can 
be cited than the skill and care with 
which it avoids all unsound bottom. 
As ite hoofs are rnuci* smaller and 
narrower than these* of a horse, it 
would mire down in places where a 
horse could safely pass. 
Recogniz­ 
ing this fact whenever a mule feels 
the ground giving away under its 
feet it draws back instantly and cai*- 
not be induced to lul vance a step, al­ 
though a whole drove of horses may 
have immediately preceded. 
Those 
who think a mule is stupid are much 
mistaken.”— Scientific American.

' and homeless persons transported by 
charitable societies, and to permit 
railroads to give reduced rates to mu- 
j nicipal governments for the trans- 
j portation of indigent [lersons. 


Will Probably Im* a Candidate. 
In speaking of his reported candi­ 
dacy for congressional honors to a 
Star-News feportef, Senator Buck­ 
man says: 
“I want it distinctly understood that 
I have not either by word or insinua­ 
tion, signified my intention of entering 
the congressional contest. 
It is true 
that I have been beset by friends in 
my own and adjoining counties to 
come out as a candidate, but as yet I 
have strenuously and invariably ret 
fused. The matter has come to such 
a pass that I presume that I shall 
ultimately enter the race, although 
against my personal wishes and incli­ 
nations. My friends say that they 
will instruct their delegates for me 
whether I declare my candidacy or 
not In such an event it would be 
latter to go in and make the best 
fight possible, than to turn up with 
only a few counties, dishearted at my 
persistent refusal to allow my name 
to be used. At the request pf a large 
number of my followers I have con­ 
sented to meet them sometime this 
week, when I shall make my final 
determination. If I decide to run my 
candidacy will be formally announced 
then.’’ 


railroad contractor of S t Joseph, the 
other day, “one difficulty of frequent 
occurrence was met with, which, as 
rar as my experience goes, is unique 
in railroad history, 
I refer to the 
trouble 
arising from quicksands. 
From Western Kansas to the moun­ 
tains, quicksands are to be found in 
nearly every stream no matter how 
small, and to successfully bridge them 
require an expenditure out of all 
proportion to the size of stream to be 
crossed. We tried pile driving, but 
the longest piles disappeared without 
touching the bottom. Then filling 
with earth and stone was attempted, 
and met with equally poor success, as 
the quicksand was apparently capable 
of swallowing th©entire Blicky Moun­ 
tains. The only moans i*f Grossing 
was found to be to build short truss 
bridges across them. This was very 
expensive, but was the only thing to 
be done. 
As an instance of the 
practically bottomless nature of the 
quicksands, I may cite the case of an 
engine that ran off tin* track at River 
Bend, on the Kansas Pacific. The en­ 
gine, a large freight fell into a quick­ 
sand, and in twenty minutes had en­ 
tirely disappeared. 
two days 
the company sent out a gang of men 
and a wrecking train to raise the en­ 
gine. To their surprise they could 
not find a trace of it. Careful search 
was made, magnetized rods were 
sunk to the depth of sixty-five feet, 
but no engine could be found. It 
had sunk beyond human ken, and 
from that day to this jias never been 
discovered. 
Cattle and horses are 
frexnently lost, the only animal that 
is safe being a mule- -the only animal 
that never gets caught. No greater 
instances of the same intelligence of 
this much maligned quadruped can 
be cited than the skill and care with 
which it avoids all unsound bottom. 
As its hoof* are much smaller and 
narrower than those of a horse, it 
would mire down in places where a 
horse could safely pass. ’Recogniz­ 
ing this fact, whenever a mule feels 
the ground giving away under its 
feet, it draws back instantly and can­ 
not be induced to i d Vance a step. al­ 
though a whole drove of horses may 
have immediately preceded. Those 
who think a mule is stupid are much 
mistaken.”- Scientific American.

The plan proposed for thus forestall­ 
ing ag*' is as follows; brin® nothing 
bin diluted water, or a drink contain­ 
ing phosphoric acid and the juice of 
lemons, of which distilled water is the 
basis. Eat no vegetable containing 
much of t he eart hy salts. This would 
exclude spinach, cabbage, etc., from 
the diet, No tea nor coffee. Take 
plenty of milk. 
A much more rational 
diet won Id fie one containing but little 
albuminous food, p enty of mi k, no 
( '"'S nor lean meat, but as nim ii iats 
a* can be taken without discomfort. 
It. ha* been observed that calcareous 
degeneration is almost alway* pre 
ceded f>y eh roil ic changes in the kid­ 
neys, and these are certainly hasten­ 
ed by a diet of lean meat, eggs and 
the like.

This discourages a1), and 
sometimes interferes seriously with 
the common movement of the 
wor­ 
ship, causing few to participate. 
The 
people should have a leader here, as 
they have a precentor for the singing, 
whose voice, clear aud loud, and whose 
regular reading should give confidence 
to Hie |>eojile aud guide their progress 
The chorister, if the choir be sta 
tioned behind the pulpit, or an eider 
or some other person appointed stand­ 
ing in full view of the congregation, 
could readily give life to tills service 
by careful leadership. 
It is surprising 
where thir. has been tr ie d what unity 
and increase of participation is thus 
S( cured, and how much more pleasur 
able responsive services are thus made 
Changes of attitude in worship also 
relieve physical tedium and lessen the 
apparent length of the exercises. 
In 
many places our fathers and 
mothers stood in prayer; or, if they sat 
during prayer, they stood in singing. 
This was restful to the body. 
But we 
have frequently worshiped in churches 
where the congregation 
sat from the 
close of the ow n in g doxology to the 
benediction. 
This 
makes 
difficult 
preaching, for the people grow very 
weary, especially the younger attend­ 
ants. 
Exact attitude is -not now re 
panted as a religious principle, so it 
be only reverential, and even that is 
not a1 wavs considered.

The Excursion to Little Falls Brings 
People From all Parts of the 
State to That City. 
The excursion from Brainerd to 
Little Falls on Thursday was patron­ 
ized by nearly 300 of our citizens. 
Although the morning was rainy and 
uninviting the fire department, the 
board of trade and the Brainerd band 
were on hand promptly and many 
citizens not members of those or­ 
ganizations took the opportunity of­ 
fered of visiting our sister city down 
the river, and to help them celebrate 
the completion of their water power. 
Arriving at Little Falls at 10 a. m. 
the visitors wore met at the depot by 
the mayor and prominent citizens of 
the city and escorted to the chamber 
of commerce building. 
It was rain­ 
ing quite freely when the train ar­ 
rived and carriages were provided 
for all the ladies accompanying the 
party. 
Immediately after the Brain­ 
erd excursion arrived a sjiecial from 
St. Paul steamed into the city having 
on lioard Gov. McGill and some 125 
other prominent gentlemen from the 
twin cities. The chamber of commerce 
was headquarters for all visitors and 
here a generous lunch was spread 
round 
which 
the hungry 
hoard 
gathered. 
In a 
room adjoining 
artich*s were dispensed calculated to 
drive out the damp, chilly feeling, and 
enliven the sociability. 
All this was 
as free as the air, and the g u ilts were 
received with that 
hospitality for 
w hichjhe citizens of that place are 
noted. 
From here the visitors wandered 
over the city, as the clouds lifted, and 
viewed its many advantages. 
The 
new dam was the center of attraction 
and everybody seemed hi go into ec- 
staeies over the grandeur of the work 
and the manner in which it had Ix-en 
constructed. 
The dam is built on a 
solid ledge of rock which underlies 
the whole city and is probably as 
solid as the earth itself. 
The large 
timbers used in the construction are 
bolted to this rock. 
Little Falls can 
congratulate herself upon the solidity 
of the works, nature seemed to intend 
the place for an excellent water power 
and why it has laid dormant for so 
many years is the only wonder. 
The 
canal is eighty feet wide and thirteen 
feet deep and the most of its depth is 
cut out of solid rock. 
All the works 
necessary have been constructed in 
fine shajs*. 
After the visitors had feasted their 
eyes upon the “pride of Little Falls” 
they assembled at tne grand stand 
near the east end of the bridge and 
listen(*d to speeches from Dr. Brey- 
fogle, president of the Water Power 
Co., Mayor Simmons, Gov. McGill, 
Lieut. Gov. Bryan, of Kentucky, and 
others until the rain interfered. 
The 
throng gathered 
again 
after the 
shower at the court house where the 
people listened to Judge Searle, of St. 
Cloud, Albert Scheffer, of St. Paul, 
and Gov. Bryan.

The excursionists departed on the 
evening trains. 
The vestibule train was a curiosity 
to those who had never seen one be­ 
fore. 
An entertainment was given at the 
rink in the evening and the play was 
progressing finely when a crash oc­ 
curred in the rear of the building. 
The gallery broke down and precip­ 
itated about 100 people to the lower 
floor. 
The only wonder is that no one 
was seriously injured. 
After the 
audience had quited down the play 
proceeded and was nearly finished 
when the audience was informed that 
the building was liable to fall at any 
time and they were requested to leave 
it in a quite manner, which the did. 


Owing to the accident at the rink 
the dance did not take place, much to 
the disappointment of the visitors and 
the home people. 


Besides the substantial set out at 
the chamber of commerce a lunch for 
1000 people was served across the 
river.

The city council m et in regular ses­ 
sion last Monday evening. 
All pres­ 
ent but Aid. Camp. 
The monthly reports of the chief of 
police, and of the city clerk, were 
read ami filed. 
The 
fines collected 
during the month of April were shown 
by these reports to amount to 8437. 
The city surveyor rejKirted that the 
sewers and flush tanks had t>een left 
by contractor in a very iinjierfect con­ 
dition, and that the dirt had lieen left 
in the middle of the streets above the 
level of the manholes, filling them up 
with wash of sand and debris. 
The 
report was accepted and placed on 
file, 
A number of bills were allowed, 
among which was the monthly bill of 
the Electric Light company, amount­ 
ing to 8250. 
The appointment of Albert Otto as 
member of the police force was ap­ 
proved. 
A motion was carried directing the 
W ater company to extend the water

A motion was carried directing the 
city surveyor to establish permanent 
grades on the principal streets. 
Chief Leopold, of the fire depart­

ter rested entirely with the council, 
and in their discretion they could 
grant or refuse it, for the reason that 
the parties had not been convicted of 
any such offense before a court.

It was rain­ 
ing quite freely when the train ar­ 
rived and carriages were provided 
for all tho ladies accompanying the 
party. Immediately after the Brain­ 
erd excursion arrived a special from 
St. Paul steamed into the city having 
on board Gov. McGill and some 125 
other prominent gentlemen from the 
twin cities. The chamber of commerce 
was headquarters for all visitors and 
here a generous lunch was spread 
round 
which 
the hungry hoard 
gathered. 
In a room adjoining 
articles were disguised calculated to 
drive out the damp, chilly feeling, and 
enliven the sociability. 
All this was 
as free as the air, and the guests were 
received with that 
hospitality for 
whichJhe citizens of that place are 
not**!. 
From here the visitors wandered 
over the city, as the clouds lifted, and 
viewed its many advantages. 
The 
new dam was the center of attraction 
ami everybody seemed to go into ec- 
staci«*s over the grandeur of the work 
and the manner in which it had been 
constructed. 
The dam is built on a 
solid hslge of rock which underlies 
the whole city arid is probably as 
solid as the earth itself. 
The large 
timbers used in the construction are 
I jolted to this rock. 
Little Falls can 
congratulate herself upon the solidity 
of the works, nature seemed to intend 
the place for an excellent water power 
and why it has laid dormant for so 
many years is the only wonder.

Cloud, Alljert Scheffer, of S t Paul, 
and Gov.

The excursionists departed on the 
evening trains. 
The vestibule train was a curiosity 
to those who had never seen one lie- 
fore. 
An entertainment was given at the 
rink iii the evening and the play was 
progressing finely when a crash oc­ 
curred in the rear of the building 
The gallery broke down and precip­ 
itated about IOO people to the lower 
floor. 
The only wonder is that no one 
was seriously injured. 
After the 
audience had quited down the play 
proceeded and was nearly finished 
when the audience was informed that 
the building was liable to fall at any 
time and they were requested to leave 
it in a quite manner, which the did.

City C eiled le e t lif . 
The city council met in regular ses­ 
sion last Monday evening. All pres­ 
ent but Ald. Camp. 
The monthly reports of the chief of 
police, and of the city clerk, were 
read and filed. The fines collected 
during the month of April were shown 
by these reports to amount to 0437. 
The city surveyor reported that the 
sewers and flush tanks had been left 
by contractor in a very imperfect con­ 
dition, and that the dirt had been left 
in the middle of the streets above the 
level of the manholes, filling them up 
with wash of sand and debris. The 
report was accepted and placed on 
file. 
A number of bills were allowed, 
among which was the monthly bill of 
the Electric Light company, amount­ 
ing to 0250. 
The appointment of Albert Otto as 
member of the police force was ap­ 
proved. 
A motion was carried directing the 
Water company to extend the water 
mains immediately 
on Sixth and 
Seventh streets south. 
A motion was carried directing the 
city surveyor to establish permanent 
grades on the principal streets. 
Chief Leopold, of the fire dejiart- 
ment, called attention to the bad con­ 
dition of the telephone wire to tile 
city pump house. The council di­ 
rected the fire committee to buy new 
wire and have it put up. 
A petition was presented for tile 
placing of st$ne or iron monuments at 
various points in tile city to preserve 
an accurate basis for future surveys. 
A motion was carried to have monu­ 
ments procured and set in position, 
and the details were placed in the 
hands of the street committee, with 
power to act. 
Ordinance Ko. 68 was j*assed. 
It 
prohibits the running at large of any 
stork excepting cows, and cows are 
allowed at large only in the day time. 
A motion was carried to buildga 
bridge across the ravine on Seventh 
street south, but the motion was af­ 
terwards reconsidered and lost on ac­ 
count of the expense of building tfie 
same. 
J. E. Bort gave notice that he had 
sustained injuries by falling on defect­ 
ive sidewalk on Eighth street, south 
of Norwood, and that he wanted re­ 
muneration 
from 
the city to the 
amount of S3O0. 
Judge Fleming presented a claim of 
Mr. ^earfoss for remuneration for in­ 
juries received from falling on an icy 
sidewalk near the east end of the 
ravine bridge. 
Tire matter was re­ 
ferred to a committee consisting of 
Aldermen Graham, Atkinson. Cooley 
and Camp. 
An invitation from the Little Falls 
chamber of commerce to attend the 
celebration there was read and filed. 
A protest was entered by Rev. I. 
Bergstrom against granting liquor 
licenses to Wilson & Kriser and M. 
McLaren, for the reason that these 
gentlemen had sold liquor without a 
license, which, under the state law, 
barred them from obtaining any li­ 
cense for a year. 
This, of course, 
raised a discussion, and it was finally 
decided not to issue the licenses. 


SPECIAL HESSSION. 
A special session of the council was 
held Wedm-sday evening, tile object 
being to reconsider the license ques­ 
tion referred to in the proceedings OI' 
the regular session, and to attend to 
business connected with loaning the 
school board a sum of money. At the 
regular meeting the council author 
ized the loan of $1,500. 
The amount 
was increased to $2,500 on motion ol' 
Ald. Spencer. The board of health 
matter was talked over, but on ac­ 
count of not having received the 
resignation of one of the members 
of the original board the matter 
of re-appointing was deferred uuti 
next meeting. 
The matter of recon­ 
sidering the motion to approve of M. 
McLaren’s liquor bond was brought 
up and by vote was carried. 
Ald. 
Searles made a motion to grant the 
license which carried. 
Before the 
vote was taken, however, Rev. I Berg­ 
strom and Rev. J. A. Rowell entered 
a protest on the ground that liquor 
had been sold by the parties asking 
for the license before such license had 
been granted them. 
The city attor­ 
ney gave as his opinion that the mat­ 
ter rested entirely with the council, 
and in their discretion they could 
grant or refuse it, for the reason that 
the parties had not been convicted of 
any such offense before a court. The 
vote was, ayes, 
Aldermen Camp, 
Spencer, Keough and Searles. 
Noes, 
Atkinson, Cooley and Doran.
